The law in regard to mentally dis- 
eased persons in Georgia was explain- 
ed to Dr. White by Dr. Newdigate 
Owensby, prominent Atlanta psychia- 
trist, who many times has sought to 
arouse public sentiment in “support 
of a psychopathic ward at the city 
pital. 

Of Inestimable Benefit. 


_“Such a ward would be of inesti- 
mable benefit in many ways,” said Dr. 
White. “It is, also, a ward found 
already in connection with the hospi- 
tals of most of our larger cities: and 
Atlanta should certainly establish one.” 

Out of the several hundred men- 
tal cases which occured in Fulton 
county every year, probably fifty per 
cent could be cured by proper treat- 
ment in a comparatively short time, 

Dr. White said. Under present meth- 
ods nearly all of these unfortunates 
become permanently insane, it was 
stated.

While the establishment of a psy- 
chopathic ward at Grady would not 
change the state law, Dr. White point- 
ed out that, nevertheless, the knowl- 
edge that there was such a place 
would influence judges to refer such 
unfortunates to the ward for obser- 
vation. 

In cases where a cure could not be 
effected, the opinion of specialists who 
had observed the patient in the hospi- 
tal would then be available for the 
guidance of the jury which passed 
upon the propriety of the patient’s go- 
ing to Milledgeville. 

Dr. White said, judging from simi- 
lar situations in other cities, there 
were undoubtedly today many insane 
persons whose disabilities were hidden 
from general knowledge because of 
their families’ shame at the arrest 
and confinement in jail imposed by the 
present law. 

“The existence of such a person in 
a family largely destroys the value 
to society, and the happiness, of all 
memf rs of the family. ‘Their entire 
life tends to center upon the mentally- 
diseased member, keeping the condi- 
tion secret and ministering to the needs 
of the sufferer.” he said. 

“A psychopathic ward would remove 
this sad necessity in many cases.” 

Opportunity For Study. 
Again, a psychopathic ward would 
provide opportunity for increasing the 
knowledge of mental disease and its 
cure, by allowing observation of all 
varieties of cases to doctors and medi- 
cal students, Dr. White pointed out. 

“‘Anyone may suddenly go insane, at 
least temporarily,” Dr. Owensby 
pointed out. “A tap in the head with 
a beer bottle on a dark night will do

“If Governor Smith understood the 
meaning of economy in government in 
this sense, he would not point the 
finger of scorn and ridicule at the 
items of minor savings effected by indi- 
viduals holding subordinate positions 
in the federal government. Doesn't he 
realize that these examples of minor 
savings effected by people helding sub- 
ordinate positions, sometimes in a dis- 
tant part of the world, are simply 
proof that the example set by the 
president at the top has reached down 
until it has permeated the whole civil 
service and revolutionized their atti- 
tude toward the expenditure of the 
public funds? 

Reviewing Goveronr Smith’s state- 
ment that the government cost $200,- 
000,000 more in 1927 than in 1924, 
the treasury secretary gave a series 
of figures which he said showed that 
the increase was $29,000,000, leaving 
out postal expenditures, which he ex- 
tiained as a business expenditure. 

“This is the second time Governor 
Smith has been guilty of an error of 
this kind,” Mr. Mellon’ resumed. 
“* * * This is a good example of the 
use of figures not to present an ae- 
curate and truthful picture, but quite 
the opposite. ' 

“And now let me turn to the gov- 
ernor’s third charge, that public works 
have been neglected entirely, post- 
poned, or started with grossly inade- 
quate appropriations. The governor 
states that there is established in 
Washington what he calls a_ trick 
bookkeeping system under which large 
amounts are authorized, while only 
small amounts are appropriated year 
by year. He is apparently under the 
impression that this practice was re- 
cently inaugurated for political pur- 
poses.

FUTURE AIR PLAN 


Will Try To Get 14 Mil- 
lions for Inauguration 
of Regular Trans- 
Ocean Mail Route. 


oe 


New York, October 17.—(4)—Dr. 
Hugo Eckener, pilot of the trans-At- 
lantic dirigible Graf Zeppelin, hopes 
that the flight from Friederichshafen 
to Lakehurst will interest American 
capitalists to the extent of $14,000,- 
000 in a plan he has for regular 
trans-ocean airship service. 

He wants to have four ships, run- 
ning on a 50-hour schedule, with the 
European terminal in Switzerland and 
the American port somewhere near 
Washington or Baltimore, believing 
that the best weather conditions pre- 
vail at these places. 

The $14,000,000 woutd be just 
enough, Dr. Eckener estimates, to 
build the ships and the hangars to 
house them. He would spend $2,000,- 
000 for each dirigible, and the han- 
gars would cost $6,000,000. 

The trip just ended has convinced 
him that the Graf Zeppelin is not 
fast enough for such service. The 
ships he hopes to build will be only 
slightly larger than the Graf Zeppelin, 
but would have a cruising speed of 
80 or 85 miles an hour, el at 

Some passengers would be carried, 
but Dr. Eckener believes that more 
revenue can be made by carrying let- 
ters at perhaps 50 cents a piece than 
people at $3, each. Each landing 
field would have one $3,000,000 han- 
gar large enough to house two ships. 

Dr. Eckener -was told that Henry 
Ford has pictured the airship of the 
future as a combination dirigible and 


plane, 

“T love Mr. Ford,” he replied, “J 
saw a good deal of him on my last 
trip. But he is not yet an expert in 
air matters. His combination ship 
is not feasible.” 

On a trip to the middle west in the 
Graf Zeppelin next week it has been 
intimated that Dr. Eckener will call 
on Ford, possibly mooring at the 
Dearborn airport, and there has been 
some conjecture that possibly it is 
through the Fords that he has ong 
of obtaining American capital for his 
trans-Atlantic air service. :

Thousands of Police 
Needed To Regulate 
Enormous Crowd Gath- 
ered To Meet Nominee’s 
Train.

Chicago, October 17.— (Un ited 
News.)—With ‘the aid of several 
thousand Chicago policemen on horse- 
back, on motorcycles and afoot, Gov- 
ernor Alfred E. Smith managed to 
fight his way across the center of 
Chicago after his arrival here at 10 
o’clock tonight. 

The crowd at the Union station 
was so dense that police formed a 
huddle around the democratic presi- 
dential nominee to get him through to 
his car. 

Waving his brown derby, Smith 
smiled at the tens of thousands who 
were jammed inside and outside the 
station. 

Police lined the mile route across 
the town to his hotel every 10 feet 
on either side of the street, holding 
back the crowds, among which were 
many enthusiasts ae red and 
white flares, and bearing banners an- 
nouncing that the various wards of 
the city were for Smith for president.

Urged by Nashville Surgeon 


“Neglect your business if you must, 
Your golf game if you can, 
Your wife if you dare,— 
But never neglect your 
physicial examination.” 
That was the advice’ given At- 
lantahs at the auditorium Wednes- 
day night at the only public session 
of the International Medical as- 
sembly. The speaker was Dr. William 


D. Haggard, professor of clinical sur- 
gery, Vanderbilt university, and the 
subject of his paper was “What 
Price Health?” 

Dr. Haggard made a forceful plea 
for extension of public health service 
work, stating that every town should 
have a full-time public health officer, 
with the county authorities provid- 
ing the same facilities for the rural] 
districts. 


Many Diseases Eliminated. 


He cited how, through education 
and proper sanitation and treatment, 
many formerly terrible diseases have 
been completely wiped out and many 
others reduced to a large degree in 
thir fatality records. 

Plague, yellow fever and smallpox 
are practically all terrors of the past, 
he said. Diphtheria mortality has 
been reduced two-thirds, typhoid fever 
mortality reduced three-fourths, mor- 
tality from tuberculosis cut in half 
and similar records achieved in many 
other diseases. 

The worst remaining disease, he 
declared, is cancer, which he described 
as the “Captain of the Black Force of 
Death.” He made a dramatic appeal 
for general public watchfulness 
against cancer, stating that the only 
known cure is by the surgeon's knife, 
used in the first stages of the disease. 


Easily Stamped Out. 


“Tt is like a flying coal from a fire 
which falls on the hearth rug,” the 
speaker said. “When it first falls 
anyone can stamp it out. Let it spread 
and set fire to the whole house and 
no ene can stamp it out.” 

He said that, in women of 36 years 
old and over. a lump in the breast 
is cancer in 95 per cent of cases. He 
urged everyone, whenever a growth 
or lump appeared, in the breast, on 
the lip, tongue, or, internally, in the 
stomach, to have it tested for cancer 
and, if the dread disease is detected, 
immediately undergo an operation. 

“I wish, for one Sunday in the 
year, the churches would devote their 
entire attention to cancer,” said Dr. 
Haggard. “I wish every preacher 
would lay aside his usual sermons for 
one Sunday and instead, merely say 
“Ninety-five per cent. of the women 
who have a lump in the breast have 
cancer. Let us pray.” 


“Poliomyelitis” Appears. 


Dr. Wardner D. Ayer, assistant pro- 
fessor of neurological pathology and 
clinical medicine at the Syracuse, N. 
Y.. College of Medicine, described a 
comparatively new disease which has 
appeared in the north and east, call- 
ed “poliomyelitis,” and which is quick- 
ly fatal in a large majority of cases, 
It has not, so far, made its appear- 
ance in the south, said the speaker. 

The disease in its first stage, which 
continues for about three days, has 
the symptoms of an ordinary cold or 
attack of influenza. It develops gen- 
| erally after heavy physical effort and 
seems to come from the rural dis- 
tricts rather than the cities. After 
the first stage, paralysis of various 
parts of the body sets in, generally 
resulting fatally. If properly diag-

clair Crude Oil Purchasing company 
from the Salt Creek field in Wyoming

The order was issued within 24 
hours after the attorney general had 
delivered his opinion that the contracts 
made by former Secretary Albert B. 
Fall in December, 1922, and renewed 
for five additional years’ last Feb- 
ruary by former Secretary Herbert 
Work, were not binding on the govern- 
ment betause they were illegally exe- 
cuted. 

Dr. Smith Sent to Tulsa. 

Immediately upon issuing the order 
and notifying the lessees and oper- 
ators in the Salt Creek field of his 
action, Secretary West dispatched Dr. 
George Otis Smith, director of the 
geological survey, to the Tulsa, Okla., 


headquarters of the Sinclair company 
to look after the payment for oil de- 
livered this montii. 

Dr. Smith will represent the in- 
terior department in carrying out the 
final negotiations in connection with 
the termination of oil delivery. 

Secretary West announced that un- 
til the royalty oil is disposed of in ac 
cordance with the law the government 
would take its royalties from the sale 
of Salt Creek production in cash. This 
was interpreted to mean that any pur- 
chaser, including the Sinclair com- 
pany, which would transport the oil 
from the wells in the Salt Creek pro- 
duction area could buy the oil for 
cash on delivery. 

The action today is preliminary to 
the working out of a plan for the 
sale of the royalty oil to the highest 
and best bidders after it is readver- 
tised for sale, Secretary West said. 


Handling Sale Problem. 


The question of how to handle the 
sale of the Ff ati ising 1,000,000 
barrels of oil that have been produced 
recently each month from the area is 
being worked out by First> Assistant 
Secretary Edward C. Finney, and the 
chiefs of the geological survey, the 
general land office and the solicitor 
ef the interior department. 

The geological survey 
that during the current year en 
August 31 the production from the 
Salt Creek field totaled 1,281,000 bar- 
rels, for which the Sinclair company 
paid the government $1,638,000.

St. Louis Visitor Comments 
on Good Points of Can- 
diler Field. 


Atlanta’s municipal airport was 
declared Wednesday to be a “good 
field” and the size and. the location 
“excellent” by Captain H. H. Young, 
air service, stationed at St. Louis 
and instructor with the thirty-fifth 
division air service of the Missouri 


national guard. Captain Young was 
in Atlanta on a visit with relatives 
and also inspected airport facilities 
here. ;

“Under prevailing circumstances, 
you have a good field. Having it 
inside a race track is an advantage 
as it is easily recognized by a pilot 
from the air.” 

Captain Young was an instructor 
at ground school at Kelley field in 
Texas when Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
bergh was in ground school. Captain 
Young was one of his instructors 
there. though he stated Wednesday 
that he had never instructed the “lone 
engle” in flying. After Colonel Lind-

Says on Visit Here 


The German nation not only feels 
friendly to America, but is grateful 
to this country for its financial aid 
following the war. This was the 
statement Wednesday of F. J. Betsch- 
mann, manager of the Berlin purchas- 
ing office of R. H. Macy & Co., who 
is Visiting the Davison-Paxon com- 
pany, an affiliated store here, to get 
first-hand information on style needs 
of Atlanta eonsumers. 

“On the steamer in which I came 
over,” Mr. Betschmann added, “there 
were about’30 big German business 
men en route to this country to study 
American methods in business.

New York, October 17.—(4)—Manr- 
rice E,. Connolly, for many years a 
powerful democratic leader in Queens 
Borough and president of the borough 
for 17 years until he resigned last 
April under fire, was sentenced today 
to serve one year in prison and fined 
$500. He was convicted by a supreme 
court jury of conspiracy to defraud 
the city in the construction of the 
$29,000,000 Queens sewer system. The 
penalty was the maximum. 

His former sewer design engineer, 
Frederick Seely. was convicted with 
him on the same charge, but Supreme 
Court Justice Tompkins postponed sen- 
tence until Saturday in order to have 
time to study the evidence. 

The jury had deliberated more than 
25 hours. 

Connolly and Seely were remanded 
to jail while the former borough lead- 
er’s attorneys made preparations for 
him to take an appeal. 

During Connolly’s regime as borough 
head, the population of Queens: grew 
by leaps and bounds. Thousands of 
persons of small means built homes 
there and they felt the burden of the 
heavy sewer construction costs from 
1917 on. For years there was much 
grumbling and many charges were 
made. Finally an investigation into 
allegations of wholesale graft in con- 
nection with sewers was begun last 
spring on instructions from Governor 
Smith. John M. Phillips, sewer pipe 
dealer, who died before the trial start- 
ed, and Connolly were central figures 
in the c.arges. 

The state alleged the sewer specifi- 
cations had been “rigged” so that only

Placed Upon List. 

Tallulah Falls school was placed 
upon the list of accredited high schools 
of the state of Georgia last May and 
graduated its first class of 10 boys and 
girls at the close of the 1927-1528 ses- 
sion. The school opened with 26 pu- 

ils in July 1909 in one small school- 
_ house, opening its 19th year Sep- 
tember 10, with 261 students in at- 
‘tendance and a faculty of 12 teachers. 

The school-home is filled to capacity 
with 101 boarders which, with 160 day 
pupils, crowds every school room. 
Nicholes house, built last year as a 
boys’ dormitory, has been filled up 
as a third school-house and the boys 
have been established at “Nooga,” the 
Bird’s Nest, a cottage just rebuilt on 
the land newly acquired from the 
heirs of Miss Sarah E. White. The 
school faculty with Miss Anne Car- 
‘Tington Davis, principal, is as follows:

Pinckard, Mrs. F. B. Stevens, Misses

Time Money Low. 


Time money is now lending at 
6 7-8 for five months, the lowest rate 
since the end of the summer. The 
rate was recently as high as 7 1-2 
for all periods of time: money. The 
trend of time money means more in 
judging money market than the daily 
fluctuations in the call rate caused 
by temporary conditions. For the 
past fortnight it has been increas- 
ingly plain that the peak of the au- 
tumn money market requirements has 
been passed and that a period of eas- 
ier money is ahead. Close Wall street 
students of the money market ex- 
pect easier but not easy money for 
several weeks to come or until the 
holiday and year-end demand for 
money begins to be felt. 


Money rates began to. tighten 
around the end of last May bringing 
on the decline in the stock market in 
June of 24 points in the average price 
of 50 representative stocks. After a 
pause of a few weeks the stock mar- 
ket resumed its upward price move- 
ment despite continued firmness in 
money, the average price of 50 stocks 
now being nine points higher’ than 
the new high for all time established 
in the big spring bull market. Evi- 
dently the 635 member banks report- 
ing weekly to the federal reserve have 
been taking advantage of the existing 
high prices in the bond and stock 
market to eash in. Since the end of 
May those banks have reduced their 
investments by $330,000,000 with that 
item now standing only %238,000,000 
higher than a year ago, whereas in 
May it was $655,000,000 higher than 


a year ago. These figures afford food 
for thonght.

Nearly 3,000,000 bushels were taken 
off the previous estimate for Colora- 
do, and Pennsylvania suffered a de- 
crease of at least 1,000,000 bushels. 
The October report still showed six 
states with estimates ranging between 
$1,500,000 and 38,000,000 bushels— 
Maine, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota. 
Slightly over 20,000,000 are expected 
in Idaho, 16,000 in Colorado, 11,000,- 
000 in North Dakota and around 10,- 
000,000 each in Nebraska and Wasbh- 
ington. Total forecast for the United 
States was reduced a bit to 464,000,- 
000 bushels—still the largest crop ever 
produced in this country. The average 
yield is fully 120 bushels per acre. 
Buying in the corn belt states has not 
been so active as last autumn because 
of the. larger crops within that area 


On account of low prices most stock 
was going into country storage in the 
important producing districts, Keep- 
ing quality of potatoes this season 
probably will be good, because many 
sections are sorting out the small and 
inferior tubers before storing their 
supplies. Starch factories in northern 
Maine were very busy, grinding cull 
potatoes purchased at 35 cents per 
bushel.. Most fields in western New 
York were yielding potatoes of me- 
dium to large size. Some operators 
fee] that the higher prices for other 
vegetables will stimulate a demand for 
potatoes, and they are storing as 
heavily as possible. Pennsylvania re- 
ports a great many undersized tubers. 
However, the local demand was good 
and some local markets were paying 
better prices than those received by 
catlot shippers. 


Some Blight Damage. 
The Michigan crop seems to have

growers only 50 cents per 100 pounds. 
Blight damage in Wisconsin probably 
amounts to 10 or 15 per cent and 
there was frost injury in some parts 
Much small-sized stock 
was harvested. Growers were receiy- 
ing only 50 cents per 100 pounds. 
Quality of Colorado potatoes is better 
than average, but loadings so far have 
been rather light. 


The crop in the Delta district of 
California was about half harvested 
by mid-October. Potatoes of good 
quality are rather scarce there, and 
as much as 85 cents per 100 pounds 
was being paid, on the basis of f. o. b 
river bank. Cold storage stocks in 
California were nearly three times 
heavier than a year ago. As a result 
of long spells of hot weather. north- 
western potatoes were not yielding as 
well as in other years. Cars loaded 
about 80 per cent No. 1's were re- 
turning the growers $15 or $16 per 

n. 

Total shipments of potatoes de- 
creased about 300 cars and were 3.- 
300 less than for the same period 
last year. The week’s movement in- 
cluded 6,300 cars. F. o. b. markets 
in the east and north declined con- 
siderably. Northern Maine shippers 
were getting 65c-T5e per 100 pounds 
of Cobblers or .Green Mountains.

Cabbage Prices Decline. 

Cabbage took a slump; western 
New York f. is prices declined Ae 
$10 per ton. ipping. points report- 
ed dommeatic type cabbage, at $25-$82 
and Danish at $30-$32. 

The October forecast of production 
of Danish type cabbage is only 274,- 

tons in seven states. his is 
about 24,000 tons below the first esti- 
mate. Most of ‘the reduction was “In 
New York state, where only 165,200 
tons are now expected, as against 
247,800 last season. Dry weather 
damaged the New York crop. Wis- 
consin has just about the same quan- 
tity as in 1927. 

Sweet potatoes were selling lower 
in most markets. Carlot movement 
also decreased to 680 cars. Virginia 
barrels were quoted at $1.25-$3.00; 
New Jersey bushel hampers at Tdc- 
$1.75, Maryland and Delaware hamp- 
ers at 60c-$1.00, and Tennessee Nancy 
Halls at $1.25-$1.40. Yields are run- 
ning below expectations both in the 
Atlantic coast states, where rains have 
been excessive, and in the southwest, 
where some of the important produc- 
ing sections have suffered from 
drought. The yield is now expected 
to average slightly under 92 bushels 
per acre, and the crop is estimated 
at 78,512,000. This is 3,106,000 bush- 
els less than the forecast of a month 
ago and 15,416,000 below the large 
crop of last year. 

Onions Unsettled. 

The onion market seemed to be hesi- 
tating a bit, though demand for white 
stock continued strong. Midwestern 
and California whites ranged $3.75- 
$4.50 per 100-pound sack in a num- 
ber of cities. New York yellows were 
jobbing at $3.00-$3.50. Shipping 
points in western New York quoted 
a range of $3:50-$3.75, with Michi- 
gan dealers getting $3.50.. The west- 
ern Colorado f. o. b. market averaged 
$2.90. Exceptionally heavy imports, 
totaling 550 carloads, arrived from 
Spain. This took was jobbing at 
$1.50-$2.25 per crate and imported 
yellow onions from Holland ruled 
$3.00-$3.10 per 100-pound sack. Ship- 
ments of domestic stock decreased to 
$1,135 cars, as against 1,460 the week 
before. 

Another 800,000 bushels were taken 
off the production forecast of. onions 
in late states, making the present to- 
tal approximately 11,930,000 bushels. 
The greatest shortage, compared with 
last year, ‘is still in eastern districts. 
Indiana’s crop of 2,255,000 bushels 
exceeds that in any other state.

Havana, October 17.—(/)—Study of 
the possibility of establishing the corn 
sugar industry in Cuba by a special 
committee of the National Sugar Mill 
Owners’ and Planters’ association is 
recommended in a report filed by the 
secretary, Henry S. Brandt. 

Brandt declared the cane sugar in- 
dustry is menaced by corn sugar and 
urged that the possibility of convert- 
ing the present mills into corn sugar 
mills be investigated.
